NARRATIVE OF SPECIAL FUNDS DETAIL
AND TREASURY FUND/BANK ACCOUNTS

Northwest Mississippi Community College depends on federal funds to supplement many of the programs on its
campuses and to provide Adult Basic Education, Student Support Services, and Workforce Investment Act services to
its delivery area.  Many of these funds have built-in matching requirements.  Reductions in State Appropriations
hinders the college's ability to satisfy these matching requirements, possible putting federal funding in jeopardy.

Northwest Mississippi Community College depends on state funding to make delivery of its mission possible.
Without such financial support, students would be burdened with much higher tutition costs.  As with most of the
state community colleges, Northwest strives to keep tuition low and a quality education accessible to all.

Northwest Mississippi Community College strives to maintain a cash balance reserve that is reflective of
approximately two months of payroll costs.  This is extremely important during extended periods of reduced state
funding.  These reserves can be utitilized to carry the college until state funding is restored to a respectable level and,
in the short-term, prevents lay-offs or reductions in services.
